.| coffee containing 18 Yer cent. of 


foreign. matter, chiefly chicory.” 
Replying to the charge, a repre- 
sentative of the firm told the Magis- 
trate that they did not know that 
the coffee contained, foreign matter. 
It was bought by the firm already 
ground from the Yan Tak shop of 
Saiyingpun, West Point, through a 
canvasser, Purchases were made 
from this shop almost monthly. 


|The last lot was bought less than 


a month ago, and the coffee sup- 
plied to the Inspector was part of 
the Inst lot delivered to the defen- 
dant firm by the Yan Tak shop. 
The coffee was delivered partly in 
paper bags. and partly in tins. 
They did not receive any uaran- 
tee from the Yan Tak shop with re- 
gard to. the quality of the coffee. 
Chance Purchase. 

In the witness, box, Inspector] - 
Hughes told the Magistrate. that’ he 
visited the defendant firm on Sep- 
tember 5 in the ordinary course of 
his: duty and asked for half-a-pound 
of coffee which was supplied loose 
from. a large 12-lbs. tin. The ‘wit- 
ness paid 27 cents for the. coffee, 
and after explaining to the shop 
foki what he was about to do, he 
‘divided the coffee into three equal 
parts and poured .the parts into 
three stoppered bottles. One: bottle 
he gave to the shop to keep, one he 
sent to the Government Analyat.and 
the' third he retained himself.

It is greatly to be deplored that 
‘ the attitude “of the Treasury to- 
wards the expense involved prevent- 
ed anything like a representative 
British aircraft exhibit being sent 
to the International Air Exhibition 
at Copenhagen. The Air Ministry 

‘ were well disposed towards giving 
financial assistance, so that a fully 
representative ‘collection of: ma- 
chines -and engines could be sent 
out, but sanction was refused to 
the expenditure of the few thou- 
sands required, and thus another’ 
opportunity of maintaining national 
prestige at an Exhibition where 
other nationa were present in force 
was lost to a large extent, 

A fine exhibit was, however, 
staged by Armstrong Siddeley 
Motors, including examples of their 
yange of air-cooled engines, The 
best known is, of course, the 
qaguar, which {s extensively used by 
the Royal:Air Force, and has Cob- 
ham’s grent flights to its credit. It 
ig n 14-cylinder engine, arranged in 
two banks. of 7 cylinders, and It 
develops 885-475 h.p. at a normal 
speed of 3,700 R.P.M. Next in the 
range comes thé 7 cylinder Lynx of 
180 hip, The Mongoose is 2 medium 
powered 5 cyHnder radial engine 
developing 125 hp.; while the 
smitliest of the range, the Genet, 
develops 65-75 hp. at 1,820 R.P.M. 
for a weight of only 176 Ibs, 

An interesting feature of theee 
enginesis that a number of the 
parts of the various types are inter- 
changeable,- so that, when’ several 
units of the series are employed, 
there is no need to stock a full sup- 
ply of spare parts ‘or each engine, 
Thus the Lynx is, to all intents and 


Theas little - machines ‘not 
‘only flew ‘but also “looped,” wing 
tip. to-wing tip,.with absolute ac- 
curacy, but perhaps the most sensa- 
tional. feat was spinning in forma- 
tion. Machines came out of. their 
corksrew dives, all facing in the 
same direction, and all engines re- 
started as if switched on by.a single.

Among the new experimental air-
